1 . THIS EVENING MFA EC PRESIDENCY OFFICER BOJER TOLD US THAT 
THE POLITICAL DIRECTORS HAD DECIDED NOT TO ESTABLISH A SEPARATE 
EXPERTS GROUP ON HUMAN RIGHTS. MOST ASPECTS OF THIS SUBJECT WILL 
CONTINUE TO BE HANDLED AS PART OF THE UN EXPERTS GROUP'S 
RESPONSIBILITIES. 

2. THE POLITICAL DIRECTORS NOTED THE ADOPTION IN THE UNGA OF 

THE IRANIAN PROPOSAL ON ALTERNATIVE APPROACHES TO HUMAN RIGHTS 
WHICH STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL RIGHTS

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RATHER THAN INDIVIDUAL POLITICAL LIBERTIES. THE POLITICAL DIR 
ECTORS DESCRIBED THIS AS ANOTHER UNFORTUNATE EXAMPLE OF A TEN- 
DENCY AT THE UN WHICH THE EAST TAKES ADVANTAGE OF BOTH IN NEW 
YORK AND IN CSCE. 

3. THE POLITICAL DIRECTORS AFFIRMED THAT THE WEST NEED NOT BE 
DEFENSIVE IN THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL AREAS AND CAN SPEAK UP IN 
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ITS OWN BEHALF. IN SO DOING, THE WEST CAN MAKE MORE CREDIBLE ITS 
CALL FOR INDIVIDUAL LIBERTIES. 

4. THE POLITICAL DIRECTORS AGREED THAT MORE THINKING IN THIS AREA 
AMONG THE NINE IS NEEDED AND THAT A PRELIMINARY STUDY IN THIS 
AREA IS REQUIRED. IT IS NOT, SAID BOJER, THE IDEA OF THE NINE TO 
ESTABLISH THEMSELVES AS AN EXCLUSIVE AIRTIGHT GROUP FOR HUMAN 
RIGHTS DELIBERATIONS. RATHER THE POLITICAL DIRECTORS SEEM TO 
BE THINKING ABOUT AN EVOLUTIONARY PROCESS IN WHICH FORMULATIONS 
AND DELIBERATIONS AMONG THE NINE COULD BE SHARED FREELY WITH 
OTHERS WHO ARE LIKE-MINDED, SOMETHING SIMILAR TO THE PRESENT 
SATISFACTORY EXCHANGES ON CSCE BETWEEN THE NINE AND NATO.
